However,  for  those  of  us  who 
"push  the  button  and  hope  we  will  get  a  picture"  most  of  the  books  are  too 
technical  or  too  "arty"  to  be  of  much'  value.    Our  library  has  recently 
acquired  three  "little  books  that  will  fill  the  bill  for  everybody,  and 
the  first  is  appropriately  called,  Everybodys  Photo  Course,  a  U,  S,  Camera 
publication.    This  little  book  is  about  the  best  thing  tre  have  seen,  since 
at  one  sitting  a  really  comprehensive  knowledge  of  Picture  taking  can  be 
acquired.    Study  the  first 'five  lessons,  which  oomprise  about  20  pages, 
you  canTt  help  learning  all  the  basic  do's  and  don;ts  arjd  you  will  be  able 
to  make  a  good  picture.    Lessons  S"  through  13  tells  clearly,  with  illustra- 
tions and  copy,  how  to  develop  and  print  your  pictures If  you  would 
rather  trust  this  to  the  corner  drug  store,  skip  down  to  lesson  15  and 
study  outdoor  lighting.    Lessons  16  and  17  are  on  indbojy  lighting,  18  and 
19  are  on  flash  photography,  and  lesson  20  is  on  compos it ion «    These  are 
the  things  that  will  make  pictures  out  of  our  photographs.     If  you  study 
this . little  book,  you  can  bet  your  bottom  dollar  you  will  be  able  to  make 
bettor  pictures. 

The  other  two  books  are  published  "by  the  Ahsco  people.  One  is  called 
Developing  and  Printing  Made  Easy.  If  You  want  to  try  this  part  of  photo- 
graphy, this  book  can  bo  your  guide.  Follow  it  step  by  step  and  you  canTt 
miss.  If  you  can  talk  your  wife  into  lotting  you  use  the  kitchen  sink  and 
painting  the  windows  black,  you  will  have  great  fun. 

The  third  booklet,  Bettor  Photography  Ma3e  Easy,  is  another  handbook 
on  picture  taking.    It  explains  the  function  of  the  various  part's  of  the 
camera  and  how  to  avoid  pitfalls  in  making  good  shots. 

Regardless  of  your  background  in  picture  taking  you  are  sure  to  got 
loads  of  good  dopo  from  all  three  of  those  booklets,'
